er's Head Off 
AND CHOPS I? TO PIECES WITH AN AY 


Horrible Scene in the Room Where 
the_ Killing Occurred. 


THE CRAZY BOY CARRIED TO JAIL. 


Griefofthe Father and Sisters When the 
Boy Was Taken from Them by an 
OMicer—How It Occurred. 


Nineteen-yea r-old Tom Fagan, deformed, 
ualf paralyzed, almost dumb, a_ pitiful 
looking human and an imbecile from birth, 
crept into the room where his mother was 
enjoying an afternoon nap yesterday about 
= o'clock, chopped her head from her body, 
and with fiendish glee hacked it to pieces. 

The horrible affair occurred in Reynolds- 
town, a suburb of Atlanta, a mile east of 
the city limits and just south of Edge- 
wood. The idiot slayer of his mother was 
the eldest child of Bailiff John M. Fagan, 
of Edgewood district, and has been an im: 
becile all his life. The bloody deed was 
witnessed only by three small children, 
none of whom are old enough to tell any- 
thing about the details of the occurrence, 
At the time the father and the four oldest 
children were away from home.,. 

A neat little white cottage stands upon 
a little hill on the north side of the dirt 
road which leads to Decatur. Two hundred 
yards to the west and towards the city 
is a big brick dwelliug, standing well back

from the road- The latter place is the home

* of Mr. John F. Faith, and nearly all the 


property thereabouts is held by him. The 
little white cottage on the roadside is his. 

A year ago John M. Fagan, forty years 
‘old, came from Forsyth county to Atlante 
and -rented the cottage from Mr. Faith. 
He was a quiet, industrious but poor man, 
and among the cottagers in that commu- 
nity he created quite a good impression. 
‘He had a wife and nine children. The 
eldest was a boy, a youth whose face was 
overgrown with a soft down, and whose 
general appearance told better than his 
loving mother could have told to the neigh- 


‘bors, that he was an imbecile—hopelessly | 


and incurable an_ imbecile. 

e idiot boy was small and weak of 
®.. one side of him having sustained a 
stroke of partial paralysis. He could scarce- 
ly talk, his powers of speech being limited 
to a few words which he could speak with 
difficulty. He constantly tried to talk, and 
his stuttering attempts to speak were al- 
wars painful to witness. He never over- 
came the impediment to bis speech, but his 
parents and brothers and sisters became 
so familiar with his ways that he could 
communicate with them almost as well as 
if he could talk freely. He walked with 
difkeulty, his weak body being disabled by 
the stroke of paralysis. 

The unfortunate young man was petted 
and bumered by every member of the fam- 
‘ly. to whom he became very dear, ill 
looking. idiotic and troublesome as he was. 
They loved the unfortunate boy and hu- 
mored him in every wish. If ‘Tommy want- 
e| it, mother, father and sisters would 
atrain every nerve to obtain it for him. 
Many sacrifices were made by the sisters 
who worked bard in the factory to get 
something for the poor brother, whose mis- 
fortune made it impossible for him to en- 
joy life as they did. 
go ned “all the boy’s mother loved him. 
He was her first born. He was foolish and 
repulsive to others, but to his mother he 
was the source of constant joy and coin- 
fort. She was a frail little woman, and her 
face had grown old before its time in work- 
ing for the comfort of her children. Noth- 
ing could have been more pathetic than the 
sight of the little mother, with the girlish 
figure and the old face, talking to her son, 
trying to learn him to speak and watching

The crowd stood back horriti¢éd. None 
could bear to look on the frightful picture. 
Some one threw a sheet over the dead 
Woman and the crushed head. News wis 
at once sent to the three daughters of the 
dead woman. 

The crowd was badly excited, and some 
one caught the imbecile youth and tiel 
him fast to a tree with a heavy hemp 
rope. The idiot, boumd hand and foot so 
securely that he could not move, stood 
grinning at the crowd. News of the 
frightful affair quickly reached the city, 
and Chief Connvily sent four mounted 
patrolmen to the place at onee. Coroner 
Paden was also notified, and he arriveé 
a few minutes after the killing. 

When the killing was doue Mr. l’agan 
Was in the city. He got off the dummy 
at Willow street, which is about a half 
mile from his house, and waiked uncon- 
cernedly along the country road toward 
his home. He had not heard of the hor- 
rible truth, and not until he came within 
sight of the cottage, and saw quite a crowd 
sathered around, did he learn that some- 
thing was wrong. He hurried up and was 
told the truth. : 

The grief of the strong man knew no 
bounds. Great tears rolled down _ his 
bronzed cheeks and his frame quivered. 
‘He looked upon the veiled figure of his 
wife, and at the sight of the sickening 
poois of blood, turned away with a shud- 
der. He walked about the house like a 
man in a dream. 

As the weeping father of the idiot son 
waiked around he caught sight of the crazy 
boy fastened .o a tree with ropes. He gave 
a start at the sight, and walked up and cat 
loose the ropes with a sharp knife. He 
seemed much hurt that any one should tie 
up the unfortunate boy in such a manner. 

A wonderful change came over the 
crazy boy at the sight of his father. He 
looked at the weeping father something 
like a dog louks up to :ts master, and meek- 
ly walked to a seat and sat down. Not 
once did be move. He seemed to be under 
the perfect control of his father. A big 
crowd gathered around the imbecile boy. 
He sat in a chair, rucking himself und grin- 
ning in a foolish way. He was the least 
concerened of all proment. He toyed with 
a piece of repe that his father bad just 
taken from his arms. 

During the afternoon hundreds of peo- 
ple visited the little white cottage. Coro- 
ner Paden impaneled a jury and held an 
inquest. It was socn-over. Only the 
Wwasherwoman was oxamined, and the story 
told by her is substantially given above. 
A verdict of death at the hand of the crazy 
boy was returned. While the official in- 
vestigation was going on, and people were 
coming and going, the father and sisters 
stood about weeping. 

Tearfully the father told the olticers 
about his unfortunate son. He said they 
had never sent him to the asylum because 
they loved him too well to part with him, 
and because they believed he would never 
do any harm. The boy had been harm- 
less and had given his family no trouble 
until about a week ago, when he suddenly 
manifested a violent disposition. One day 
about a week ago he caught one of the 
smaller children, and would have killed 
her had not bis parents and others in- 
terfered. Once or twice since he has shown 
symptoms of violence, but has never done 
any one harm. 

“I guess it’s best for him to g0 to jail,” 
said his father tearfully, “but 1 don’t see 
how we can give him up. He’s our old- 
est, and you don’t know how we love him. 
I will get his clothes ready.” 

A torrent of tears shed from the 
rugged man’s eyes as he talked. The 
clothes were prepared, and the imbecile 
was placed in the custody of Mounted 
.Officer Lanford. The scene at the home 
when the imbecile boy was led away was 
indesecribably sad. The father and _ his 
children crowded about the boy and kissed 
him. Tears streamed from the eyes of 
every one. 

“Oh, Tommy, Tommy, why did you kill 
mamma—we aint got any mamma now,” 
sobbed one of the little children. The 
crazy boy was laughing, but now he be- 
came frightened at the sight of so many 
people weeping, and his own eyes became 
watery. He muttered that the negro wo- 
man had told him to do it. 

The boy was led away from his home, 
while the children stood wailing after him. 
If he had been going to his grave their 

They 
eS erying long after the crazy boy was 
out of sight-

Has a Few Words to St About Mr. Roun- 
tree and His Statements.

Dr. Westmoreland aoe to the “Per- 

sonal Enmity” Insifuation of Mr. | 
Rountree—The Litter’s Letter. 


The Westmoreland-Rountree controversy 
still continues to furnish interesting mat- 
ter for the papers and the public. 

Dr. Westmoreland wag ‘seen by a Consti- 
tution representative eras and in reply 
to a question as to whether he had any- 
thing further to say in regard to Mr. Roun. 
tree and his affidavit, said: 

“As to the affidavit, very little. That 
seems to be in the main a statement of 
what the public already knew as the part 
he took in the actual court proceedings— 
that is, that he had to employ counsel to 
aid him in securing a client, then again to 
draw his bill for him, and after that was 
drawn other counsel to agsist him in arguing 
his case. 

“Mr. Rountree, in his replies to my affi- 
davit, tries to create the impression that it 
is entirely the result of ‘personal enmity.’ 
This necessarily places me in an erroneous 
position from which I desire to be relieved. 
I do not wish’ to be plated in the position 
of betraying a persona! confidence, though 
an estrangement may have occurred after 
that confidence was given, unless an oc¢a- 
sion should arise where such information 
would be of value to others who might be 
deceived by my having brought this man 
in connection with them, and they having 
put confidence in him through that which 
thev had in me. 

“Mr. Rountree and myself were ac- 
quainted for some time before he moved to 
Atlanta. When he moved to the city he 
roomed in my office for a while. Through 
his connection with me he met a number of 
my friends. His first connection with me 
in a legal way occurred during this time. 
He came to me, having discovered that [I 
had some litigation in one of the courts, 
and told me it would be of some value to 
him if I would allow him to have his name 
associated as one of the attorneys in these 
cases. I told him to consult Judge 
Westmoreland, who represented me, 
and if the judge was wiliing for the asso- 
ciation in the cases it would be agreeable 
to me. In that way I could consider my- 
scif somewhat respeusible for his inutro- 
duction to the community as a Jawyer as 
well as a mun, both of which I now re-. 
gret. 

“Mr. Rountree in his connection with 
me, us my attorney, by his misrepresenta- 
tion and illegal practice, secured property 
of mine upon which he would have real- 
ized several thousand dollars in addition 
to the fees he charged as my attorney. 
Some days afterwards he tenderad me his 
resignation as my legal representative, 
I brought suit against him to recover this 
property. He at first defended the suit, 
aud in every way in his power tried to 
embarass me so that [ would compro- 
mise. However, when he discovered that 
I would carry the case to a definite ter- 
mination, he very promptly placed me 
back in possession of the property after: 
a correspondence of which this letter is 
a specimen.” 

The letter referred to is as follows: 

Dr. Westmoreland: I have concluded to 
end our litigation and settle our mutual ac. 
oe upo such terms as you may dic- 

Appreciating fully the delicacy of my post- 
tion and of this request, 1 beg to ask for a 
personal interview for the purpose of advis- 
ing you the reasons which impel me to thig 
course and of submitting some observations 
for your consideration before determining 
what you will require at my hands. 

My troubles have cverwhelmed me, and I 

x of you as a man and as a Mason to talk 
over our differences With me in a friendly 
inanner, and then to Jame such terms of set- 
tlement as you see ti} and I assure you now | 
that I shall comply wth them if in my power, 

I need scarcely suggest that this communi- 
cation is of a strictl* personal character.

RAILROADS FINED. 


Richmond and Danville and Norfolk and 
Western Get Off Lightly. 


THEY DISOBEYED THREE MONTHS, 


And the Board of Arbitrators Assessed 
Them $1,500 Each — Competitors 
Wanted to See It Heavier. 


ere is a great deal of talk in railroad 
cigs just now over the fines 1m osed 
by the board of arbitration on the Rich- 
mond and Danville and the Norfolk and 
stern railroads. 
ba matters are usually kept very quiet 
but some of the traffic men are 80 wrought 
up that they are talking out in meeting. 
Some time ago The Constitution told of 
the fight which was made in the executive 
committee meeting over compelling the 
two lines named to force them to put In 
effect the rates named by the Southern 
Railway and Steamship Association from 
Pittsburg and other eastern points to the 
south. This traffic involves about $20,000 
worth of revenue a month. These roads 
refused to maintain the standard rates and 
persisted in refusing for near three months. 
(fommissioner Stahiman finally compelled 
them to maintain rates. For the mischief 
done while they were cutting rates he pre- 
sented a complaint to the board of arbitra- 
tion, and the board fined each of the roads 


This sum is no penalty worth speaking 
of, and the lines which have been maintain- 
ing the tariff rates are disgusted. A rep- 
resentative on one of these lines said yes- 
terday: “Why, the Danville and the Nor- 
folk and Western would be content to pay 
that fine every month and keep on taking 
business at their old rate. I want to get 
a talk with the commissioner. He must 
be disgusted. I am sure from the manner 
in which he deals with rate cutters and 
manipulators that if he had been on the 
board each of the roads would have been 
fined at least $10,000 or $15,000. 

The Richmond and Danville and Nor- 
folk and Western roads may consider them- 
selves fortunate that the decision of the 
case wag not left in Colonel Stablman’s 
hands.” 


DO NOT LIKE THE PLAN. 


The Bondholders Want Better Terms in the 
Reorganization. 


Augusta, Ga., June 29.—-(Special.)—A mect- 
ing of the owners of the 6 yer cept consoll- 
dated bonds of the Charlotte, Columbia and 
Augusta railroad was held this afternoon. 
The object of the meeting was to protect the 
bonds or make — arrangements with the 
reorganization people. 

The Charlotte, Columbia and Augusta, it 
seems, carries $2,000,000 worth of first mort- 
gage bonds, mature in 1895; 


which will 
second mortgage consolidated bonds amounting 
te $500,000, and blanket _ mortgage bonds 
amounting to $3,000,000. When the blanket 
mortgage bonds were issued $22.! x) were 
set aside to cover the first two issues, $500,000. 
however, have been spent to satisfy old 
claims against the road and for betterments, 
Only enough remains to pty the first mort- 
gage bonds. In the reorganization plan they 
offer to give in exchange for second mort- 
gage 5 per cent bonds, valued at 85 cents, 
twenty shares of preferred stock, valued at 50 
cents. This is not satisfactory to the bond- 
holders, however, and the meeting was fo 
arrange better terms. The bondholders wired 
their New York agents to get better terms.

The case of the state against George 
Roberts, charged with highway ‘robbery, 
ended ‘yesterday afternoop_in «a mistrial. 

The jury stood ‘six for acquittal und six 
for guilty. 

Although there were only tivo speeches 
made yesterday the entire day was con- 
sumed by the trial, the judge’s charge being 
exceedingly short. 

The jury retired at 2:30 o’clock, and after 
remaiuing out an hour were recalled by the 
judge on the statement that they were not 
likely to agree. One of the jurors asked 
to be re-charged in regard to the testimony 
of Buck O'’Shields. 

About half-past 5 o’clock a mistrial was 
declared and the whole matter will have 
to be gone over again. The statement made 
by Roberts to the jury, in which-he. covered 
the entire ground presented by the state, 
had a perceptible effect on the jurors, to 
the extent that six of them were willing to 
accept his word instead of the state’s wit- 
nesses.  RKoberts’s case will hardly be 
called again before the next term of court. 

Hun Brothertoun’s Case. 


The case of Hun Brotherton, who was in- 
dicted for assault with intent to murder 
and for carrying concealed weapons, was 
called yesterday afternoon while the lob- 
ertss jury was out. 

Solicitor Hill stated that he would exam- 
ine a few witnesses with the view of allow- 
ing Brotherton to plead guilty to siooting 
at another. 

Robert L. Boggan, who was the man 
shot at by Brotherton at Spilmau's saloon, 
was the first witness. He testified that 
young Brotherton had come int» the saloon 
where he is barkeeper and wiuted to get 
a drink of whisky. Boggan refused to allow 
him to have it, as he was u minor. ‘This 
auction on the part of Boggan agitated young 
Brotherton so that he cailed Lin a — — —, 
repeating the very olfepsive uame. Boggan 
then hustled Brotherton out of the saloon, 
after having struck him iu the face for his 
insulting language. 

Brotherton then drew 
Boggan, the bullet eutting 
tender’s bair off. . 

Other witnesses were introduced to tes- 
tify to about the same facts. Judge Clark 
then gave his permission that the plea of 
guilty of shooting at another might be en- 
tered, and Brotherton will be sentenced to- 
morrow morning. iiun Brotherton was not 
in ecvurt yesterday utternoon, as be was at 
the be&ide of his futher, who ‘is quite ill. 

The McAlUister Case Disposed Of,
